THEATRE IN TALKS WITH COUNCIL 
ON NEW FORMS OF ADVERTISING 


LYME Regis Town Council has con¬ 
firmed that the Marine Theatre’s con¬ 
troversial advertising rotunda will 
shortly be removed. 

Town clerk John Wright reported that the ro¬ 
tunda, currently sited at Cobb Gate and used to 
promote productions at the theatre, was still set 
to be removed after the council took the decision 
to get rid of it in September. 

The council originally decided to remove the 
structure, which they considered to be an ob¬ 
struction, in June last year, but following outcry 
from theatre supporters six councillors signed a 
rescinding motion to reverse the decision. How¬ 
ever, when the matter was discussed again in 
September, a final decision was made to remove 
the rotunda and seek an alternative site for it 
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within six months. 

Speaking at last week’s Town Management 
Committee meeting, Councillor Jeff Scowen, 
who campaigned to see the rotunda remain in 
its current position, asked: “Is it actually going 
or are we just leaving it and letting it all blow 
over?” 

Mr Wright said that the rotunda would be re¬ 
moved and that the Marine Theatre’s manage¬ 
ment were now happy with this decision and 
working with the council on other forms of ad¬ 
vertising in the area, which did not invokved 
the rotunda. “There’s no issue between the 
council and the theatre,” he added.

(and many others) open mouthed, it was a real 
tour de force in storytelling and language and 
got a well-deserved standing ovation. Luke is 
back with us in June with his next show, so be 
sure to catch it. 

2. Don Quixote, by Little Soldier. This was one of 
the funniest shows I have ever seen, my face 
heart from laughing. It was pretty interactive, too 
- one audience member found his head covered 
in shaving foam (he seemed ok with it!) and an¬ 
other was treated to a romantic embrace. 

3. That's Amore by Tmesis Theatre. This show was 
joyful, funny and hopeful with truly engaging 
performances.

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Bid to re-open the public 
toilets at Woodmead Halls 


TOWN councillors have requested more informa¬ 
tion on the running costs of toilets at the Wood- 
mead Halls in Lyme Regis before they will offer 
funding to re-open them to the public. 

The toilets were closed to the public in April 
last year after councillors and the management 
committee of the halls failed to reach an agree¬ 
ment over funding. 

The town council had previously annually paid 
the Woodmead Halls £25,000 to operate the public 
toilets under a service level agreement but this 
expired last March. While negotiating a new 
agreement, the Woodmead Halls Management 
Committee agreed to cut costs by reducing open¬ 
ing hours and requested £19,926 annually from 
the council. 

However, some councillors felt the figure was 
still too high and instead offered a maximum of 
£15,700 which Councillor Stan Williams - who 
was also chairman of the halls management com¬ 
mittee at the time - described as "a joke" and said 
his committee would not lower the standards of 
their award-winning toilets, so the decision was 
taken to close them to the public. 

At last week's Town Management Committee 
meeting it was reported that the new acting 
chairman of the halls, Philip Evans, had put a 
new offer to the council, requesting £14,466 to be 
paid quarterly to open the toilets from 8am to 
9pm from April 1st to October 31st, which 
equated to £20 an hour. 

However, town clerk John Wright reported that 
the halls management committee had not pro¬ 
vided details of water consumption costs when 
asked to. 

In a letter to the council sent following a meet¬ 
ing with the town clerk, the Mayor of Lyme 
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Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, and Councillor 
Stephen Miller, Mr Evans wrote: "I think we all 
agreed that it was not in the long-term interest of 
the town council, Woodmead Halls nor the town 
that the public toilets at the Woodmead Halls 
should remain closed 12 months a year. With that 
in mind, I am instructed by my committee to ask 
the council to reconsider the proposal initially 
put to the council until negotiations unfortu¬ 
nately broke down." 

Referring to the council's request for utility 
costs, the letter continued: "It is my committee's 
opinion that this information should only be re¬ 
leased once the council has agreed to the above. 
If the toilets remain closed, this information 
would be of no relevance to the council." 

Councillor Stephen Miller commented: "We 
have asked for the utility bills and that informa¬ 
tion has not been forthcoming. I believe in terms 
of transparency, we should ask that the informa¬ 
tion is made available to allow us to respond to 
the proposal." 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said that comments 
made about the council's request for utility bills 
in the letter were "tantamount to blackmail". 

In a report on the matter put together by the 
town clerk, concerns were raised over the value 
for money received from the Woodmead Halls toi¬ 
lets. The halls' net operating costs for the finan¬ 
cial year ending March 31st 2015 was £28,657 and 
the management committee's original request for 
£19,926 equated to 52.33 per cent of this. 

The report also compared the cost of the halls 


toilets to those owned by the council. The Marine 
Parade toilet block costs £21,65185 a year and toi¬ 
lets at the Candles On The Cobb Pavilion in the 
Anning Road playing field costs £3,67191 

However, Councillor Derek Hallett questioned 
these figures and said he believed the costs of the 
Marine Parade toilets would be significantly 
higher. 

The town clerk said he believed the figures to 
be correct and would not "misrepresent any fig¬ 
ures to this council". 

Councillor Hallett commented: "The figures just 
don't add up." 

The town clerk said that council staff "make a 
lot of effort to bring correct financial informa¬ 
tion" to committees and said his intentions were 
being questioned. 

Councillor Miller commented: "The only infor¬ 
mation that's pertinent is the utility bills from 
Woodmead Halls. Without that we cannot move 
forward." 

It was agreed that no decision would be made 
on the halls management committee's offer until 
the utility bills were provided. 

Lyme Beach one of 
top 21 in the world 

National Geographic has named Lyme 
Regis as one of the top 21 beaches in the 
world - the only choice from the UK. 

The world famous American publication 
announced its nomination last week with 
‘The Pearl of Dorset’ joining beaches 
from California, Hawaii and Mexico as 
some of the ‘perfect places where land 
meets water’. 

National Geographic chose Lyme Regis 
as one of the top beaches to hunt fossils 
and shells. 

Kimberley Lovato, who penned the piece 
for National Geographic, said: “Budding 
paleontologists love the spiral-shaped 
ammonites and fossil remains of 180-mil- 
lion-year-old sea creatures found embed¬ 
ded in the rock and sand of England’s 
Jurassic Coast. The Lyme Regis Museum 
leads guided fossil walks, and May’s an¬ 
nual fossil festival combines plays, 
music, and hands-on exhibits.”

Police crackdown on 
drivers using phones 


DORSET Police is working with 
police forces nationally in the 
first series of enforcement cam¬ 
paigns to crackdown on those 
who use their phones when driv¬ 
ing. 

During the week-long cam¬ 
paign, which is running from 
Monday, January 23rd to Sunday, 
January 29th, offenders will be 
reminded of the dangers of being 
distracted at the wheel, and the 
upcoming legislative changes on 
mobile phone offences. 

Motorists caught using a mo¬ 
bile phone are currently given 
three penalty points and a mini¬ 
mum fine of £100. 

Under the new rules, which are 
anticipated to come into effect on 
march 1st, drivers can expect to 
receive six points on their licence 
and a £200 fine. 

These changes, which apply to 
England, Scotland and Wales, 
will have a significant impact on 
young drivers, who risk having 
their licence revoked following a 
first offence. More experienced 


drivers also risk going to court if 
they offend twice, with a possible 
fine of up to £1,000 and at least a 
six-month driving ban. 

Inspector Matt Butler, from the 
Alliance Roads Policing depart¬ 
ment, said: “It has been illegal to 
use a hand-held phone or similar 
device while driving or riding a 
motorcycle since December 
2003. However, many motorists 
still fail to see that it is not possi¬ 
ble to use a phone and be in 
proper control of a vehicle. 

“Whatever the reason for using 
a mobile device when driving - 
texting, scanning a newsfeed or 
streaming video content - it can 
wait until your journey is over. 
Nothing is more important than 
your safety and the safety of road 
users around you.” 

A report published by the RAC 
in September 2016 stated that 31 
per cent of drivers now admit to 
using a mobile phone when driv¬ 
ing, up from eight per cent in 
2014. 

Inspector Butler added: “While 


enforcement takes place all year 
round, recent findings underline 
the importance of campaigns that 
aim to make using a mobile 
phone when driving as socially 
unacceptable as drink or drug 
driving. 

“It is plausible that the percent¬ 
age of motorists who use their 
mobile phone at the wheel is 
even higher than the research 
suggests, which is why enforce¬ 
ment efforts must be supported 
by changes in drivers’ attitudes if 
we are to succeed in keeping our 
roads safe.” 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, 
said: “A licence to drive can be 
lethal in the wrong hands. Police 
officers cannot be everywhere 
and the responsibility to drive 
safely should not be dependent 
on the risk of being caught. 

“All motorists have a funda¬ 
mental responsibility to behave 
with due care and attention, drive 
safely and ensure they do not put 
themselves or others in danger.” 


Dorset NHS consultation - don't lose your say 


THE Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
is urging everyone to return their consultation 
questionnaires by February 28th or risk not hav¬ 
ing a say in the future of the NHS in Dorset. 

The message comes as Dorset nears the final 
month of its consultation on how the county's 
community and hospital-based services are or¬ 
ganised. 

Everyone using NHS services in Dorset has 
been encouraged to read the consultation doc¬ 
ument, produced by the CCG, and to fill in a 
questionnaire on the proposals. 

Responses will be used to inform the final de¬ 
cision on how health services are provided in 
acute and community hospitals around the 
county. 

David Jenkins, board lay member for engage¬ 
ment, said: "Don't waste this once in a lifetime 
chance to have your voice. 


"Fill in your questionnaire and send it back. If you 
don't fill it in, you don't get a say - it is as simple as 
that. 

"The NHS is vitally important to us all, and 
these decisions really will affect everyone. 

"It is in your best interests to read the docu¬ 
ment, fill in your questionnaire and return it to 
the freepost address before the closing date." 

The consultation document and questionnaire 
are available online at www.dorsetvision.nhs.uk 
or from hospitals and GP surgeries across Dorset. 

Questionnaires should be returned to the 
freepost address by February 28th to be 
counted. 

Once the consultation closes, responses will be 
collated and analysed by independent experts 
Opinion Research Services Ltd.

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Council look for new 
park and ride operator

LYME Regis Town Council is currently seeking 
a new operator for its park and ride services after 
Sovereign Coaches ceased trading. 

It was reported at last week’s Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee meeting that Sovereign 
Coaches, which operated both the Sidmouth Road 
and Charmouth Road park and rides, ceased trad¬ 
ing shortly before Christmas and the council was 
considering proposals from alternative, suitable 
operators. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Green told councillors 
that three companies had expressed an interest 
in taking over the services and more detailed dis¬ 
cussions would now be held with them. 

It was also reported that a second planning ap¬ 


plication for continued use of the Sidmouth Road 
park and ride site would be submitted to East 
Devon District Council, as the site sits just across 
the county border, at the end of January. 

The first application was refused last year over 
concerns it would affect the Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and because the council did not 
provide all the necessary parking and traffic in¬ 
formation requested, which is now being put to¬ 
gether by architectural company Boon Brown. 

The report stated: “They have prepared plans 
for submission with the application which show 
some additional planting to screen views from 
key vantage points. This will address some of the 
issues raised at the time of the refusal of the pre¬ 
vious application.” 


Concerns about parking on Gun Cliff 


CONCERNS have been raised that Gun Cliff 
Walk is becoming an "extension" of Cobb Gate 
car park in Lyme Regis, as an increasing num¬ 
ber of vehicles have been parking on the walk¬ 
way while the gate has been left unlocked. 

Town councillors discussed the issue at last 
week's Town Management Committee meeting, 
when it was reported that South West Water, 
which owns Gun Cliff Walk, felt it would be "un¬ 
reasonable" to lock the gate while vehicular ac¬ 
cess was required for construction work being 
carried out at Lyme Regis Museum. 

Councillors expressed concerns that this could 
mean the gate would remain unlocked until 
June, when building work at the museum is ex¬ 
pected to be completed. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, said vehicular access along the seafront 


walkway - built in the 1990s as part of the coastal 
protection scheme and to accommodate a new 
sewerage pumping station - was supposed to be 
restricted for emergency use but he had been 
told that the fire engine had recently not been 
able to gain access along the walkway due to the 
increased number of parked cars. 

He said that the gate should be locked on health 
and safety grounds and that South West Water 
were "not being very helpful at the moment". 

Councillors agreed they should go back to 
South West Water with their concerns. 

The increased parking on Gun Cliff Walk re¬ 
ceived criticism on social networking site Face- 
book over Christmas, with one resident 
questioning when the walkway became "an ex¬ 
tension of Cobb Gate car park" and saying he had 
seen cars parked beyond the museum.

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New homes to be named after land donor 


A NEW affordable housing development 
in Lyme Regis will be named Garmans 
Field to recognise the family that sold 
off the land for the benefit of the com¬ 
munity. 

Town councillors last week agreed to 
the name for the new development of 
15 affordable rented houses, currently 
under construction off Timber Hill. 

Lyme Regis Community Land Trust first 


suggested the name after securing the 
land for "a fraction of the market value" 
from the Garman family, from Wales, 
who had acquired the field through 
their family connection to Sir John Tal¬ 
bot, who the nearby Talbot Road is 
named after. 

The suggested name was officially put 
forward to West Dorset District Council 
by Yarlington Housing Group, which will 


manage the development, and town 
councillors were asked for approval. 

Speaking in support of the name at 
last week's Town Management Commit¬ 
tee, Rob McLouhglin from the Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust, said that the Garman 
family were "very receptive" when ap¬ 
proached by the organisation which 
aims to provide affordable housing to 
be held in perpetuity by local people. 


and that the development would not 
have gone ahead without their goodwill 
and co-operation. 

The new homes at Timber Hill will be 
"100 per cent affordable" and will in¬ 
clude six one-bed houses, five two-bed 
houses and four three-bed houses all 
available for rent to people with a local 
connection to the town.

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The men we shall never forget 


O NE hundred men of Lyme 
Regis lost their lives in the 
First and Second World Wars. 
Their names are recorded on the 
town’s war memorial in George’s 
Square and in St Michael’s Parish 
Church. 

Their names are read out at the an¬ 
nual Remembrance service every 
year. 

The Lyme Regis branch of the Royal 
British Legion, among the most ac¬ 
tive in Dorset, is committed to ensur¬ 
ing that the ultimate sacrifice made 
by these men will never be forgotten. 

Every year the branch organises a 
Poppy collection around the Remem¬ 
brance period and organiser Jacqui 
Ward has recently announced that in 
2016 Lyme Regis raised just short of 
£6,000, a brilliant result for such a 
small town. 

The Lyme Regis branch of the Royal 
British Legion has around 120 mem¬ 
bers and is about to launch a mem¬ 
bership drive to boost that number. 

You don’t have to have served in the 
Armed Services to become a member. 
Today many non-serving personnel 
are committed volunteers for the Le¬ 
gion’s cause. 

The Lyme branch is also going 
through a period of restructure with 
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a complete new executive. 

Ian Marshall (chairman), Chris 
James (secretary) and Jon Hunt 
(treasurer), who all served in the 
Army, have taken over the three 
main committee roles. 

Another former Army soldier, 
Daniel Buckley, holds the post of 
membership Secretary. Ania Driver 
is the branch welfare representative 
and one of the youngest members, 
Mike Tappin, has taken on the role of 
events organiser. 

Jon Hunt is also the branch Stan¬ 
dard Bearer and another former sol¬ 
dier, Kevin Taylor, is the Parade 
Marshal. 

The branch committee meets once a 
month at the Woodmead Halls. 

Recently it has been discovered 
thay there are a number of names 
spelled wrong on the War memorial 
and there are five omissions, four 


from the First World War and one 
from the Second World War. 

Research on these names has been 
meticulously carried out by two 
branch members, Vernon Rattenbury 
and David Humphrey, who both 
served in the Royal Navy. 

The branch will shortly launch an 
appeal to raise money to make 
changes to the war memorial and the 
Roll of Honour Book in the parish 
church.

T HE British Legion was 
formed on 15 May 1921, 
bringing together four na¬ 
tional organisations of ex-Ser- 
vicemen that had established 
themselves after the First World 
War. 

The main purpose of the Le¬ 
gion was to care for those who 
had suffered as a result of ser¬ 
vice in the Armed Forces during 
the war, whether through their 
own service or through that of a 
husband, father or son. The suf¬ 
fering took many forms: the ef¬ 
fect of a war wound on a man's 
ability to earn a living and sup¬ 
port his family, or a war widow's 
struggle to give her children an 
education. 

Even those who had come 
through the war relatively un¬ 
scathed struggled with employ¬ 
ment. As a result of the war, 
Britain's economy plummeted 
and in 1921 there were two mil¬ 
lion unemployed. Over six mil¬ 
lion men had served in the war 
- 725,000 never returned. 

Of those who came back, 1.75 
million had suffered some kind 
of disability and half of these 
were permanently disabled. 
Added to this figure were the 
families who depended on 
those who had gone to war - the 
wives and children, widows and 


orphans as well as the parents 
who had lost sons in the war, 
who often contributed to the 
household income. 

The situation so moved Lan¬ 
castrian Lance BombardierTom 
Lister, that he decided that if 
the government was either un¬ 
able or unwilling to do any¬ 
thing to improve the lives of 
ex-Servicemen, he would do 
something about it himself. 
This eventually led to the for¬ 
mation of The British Legion. 

When the Legion's leaders 
looked around them, they saw 
the gigantic task of looking 
after those who had suffered in 
the recent war and also the 
need to prevent further sacri¬ 
fice by reminding the nation of 
the human cost of war and to 
work actively for peace. 

By the time of the Legion's 
formation in 1921, the tradition 
of an annual Two Minute Si¬ 
lence in memory of the dead 
had been established. The first 
ever Poppy Appeal was held 
that year, with the first Poppy 
Day on 11 November 1921. 

The Legion was granted 
'Royal' status in 1971, and ex¬ 
tended membership to serving 
members of Her Majesty's 
Armed Forces, as well as ex-Ser- 
vice personnel, in 1981.

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Council agree to land lease for 
extension to the Woodmead Halls 


View from the 

churches 


PLANS to extend the Woodmead Halls in Lyme 
Regis took a step forward after the town council 
agreed to lease a section of its land for the pepper¬ 
corn rent of £lper annum. 

Councillors agreed to a 99-year lease for a 115 
square metre section of its land, to the front and 
side of the existing hall, which is not used for 
parking. The area will be used to complete a two- 
stage project, with the first phase comprising of 
an extension to the existing small hall at Wood¬ 
mead and provision of a community/sports room, 
possibly including a skittle alley, and the second 
phase being a first floor storey with further meet¬ 
ing rooms and a caretaker's flat. 

Building work is currently underway at the 
halls to extend the kitchen, and planning permis¬ 
sion for this further extension has already been 
approved by West Dorset District Council. 

In a letter to the council, acting chairman of the 
Woodmead Halls, Philip Evans, said he hoped the 
council would take into account the role that the 
halls plays in the community life of Lyme Regis 
when considering their request. 

He added that the purpose of the plans were to 
develop the halls as a community centre and 
allow better use of the large hall for bigger events, 
which would boost the financial viability of the 
halls. 

The Woodmead Halls Management Committee 
planned to start work in the late spring of this 
year, when they said they would have finances in 
place to fully fund the first phase. However, 
speaking at last week's Town Management Com¬ 
mittee meeting, the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Coun¬ 
cillor Owen Lovell, raised concerns that the 
building work would run into the peak summer 
season and affect parking at the halls, which he 
described as "paramount" to the council. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said it "seemed

silly" to extend the halls when it was not cur¬ 
rently used to capacity and there were several 
other skittle alleys in the town. 

Councillor Sean Larcombe also questioned 
whether the council would end up paying for the 
extended facility through grant funding if it was 
not successful. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen, who is the council's 
new representative on the Woodmead Halls Man- 


SCHOOLS in Dorset could lose more that £13mil- 
lion from their annual budgets by 2019, due to the 
government’s proposed national funding formula. 

The introduction of the formula is to make fund¬ 
ing fairer for schools across the country, but the 
National Union of Teachers (NUT) reports that 
schools in the Dorset County Council area are set 
to lose £13,036,592, equivalent to £268 per pupil or 
349 teachers. 

According to the NUT, however, in Lyme Regis, 
The Woodroffe School could lose £308,435 and St 
Michael’s Primary School are set to miss out on 
£20,514. 

Mrs Ethelston’s Primary School in Uplyme 
could see its budget reduced by £64,782 and Char- 
mouth Primary School by £40,037. 

Woodroffe headteacher Dr. Richard Steward 
commented: "There are currently huge issues na¬ 
tionally with educational funding and it is clear 
that all schools face very serious cuts to their bud- 


agement Committee, said that the organisation 
was "confident" its plans would be a success and 
encouraged members to give the halls their sup¬ 
port. 

Town clerk John Wright said that the council 
should be "mindful" of the fact that if the Wood¬ 
mead Halls was to fail, the building would return 
to the council. 

The council agreed to lease the land for the pep¬ 
percorn rent of £1 on the ground that the project 
is fully funded before work begins, and that build¬ 
ing work does not start before October so it does 
not interfere with parking during the peak sea¬ 
son. 


gets over the next few years. 

“Plans for a national Fair Funding Formula are 
clearly not fair at all: Dorset has been one of the 
lowest funded authorities in the country for some 
time and it now seems absurd that the proposed 
system of ‘fair’ funding will in fact make things 
worse not better. 

“The NUT estimates present what is clearly a 
worst case scenario and we can only hope that, be¬ 
fore the new funding formula is imposed, the De¬ 
partment for Education will listen to the concerns 
of parents, teachers and pupils across the country. 

“Governors and staff at The Woodroffe School 
manage their finances very effectively, and they 
are braced for tighter and tighter budgets, but, 
like all schools, we live in hope that our voice will 
be heard and that politicians will at last begin to 
recognise the damage they could do to pupils’ ed¬ 
ucation if a genuinely fair system of funding is not 
introduced as a matter of urgency.”

WATAG meeting to 
discuss town bus 

THE next meeting of the West Dorset Western Area 
Transport Action Group (WATAG) will be held on 
Thursday, January 26th at the WI Hall, North Street, 
Bridport, at 6.30pm. 

A spokesperson for WATAG said: “It will be the first 
time we have had a Dorset County Council official 
for almost a year and this is a crucial contract as all 
of the current subsidised buses hinge on it, including 
71 Lyme Town Service.” 

Everyone is welcome to attend and there will be a 
democratic session in which people can ask new ques¬ 
tions about local bus and rail services. 


DESPITE recycling rates dropping across the UK, 
Dorset residents are now recycling more than 
ever before. 

According to recently published statistics from 
the Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (DEFRA), the Dorset Waste Partnership 
(DWP) has raised its recycling rate from 56.7 per 
cent the previous year, to 58.5 per cent for the 
2015/16 fiscal year. 

Although the UK's recycling and composting 
levels have fallen to an average of 44.3 per cent 
- down 1.6 per cent from the previous year - the 
completion of the DWP's rollout of the Recycle 
for Dorset scheme has allowed Dorset residents 
to buck the wider trend. 

These results place Dorset as the joint top 
county area for recycling, as well as in the top 
three councils that both collect and dispose of 
their waste and in the top 15 overall, out of 350 


local authorities. 

The good news was also bolstered by the re¬ 
sults of a recent doorstep survey undertaken by 
the DWP, which shows that the overall satisfac¬ 
tion rate for the Recycle for Dorset service is 94 
per cent. 

Of the 5,371 residents surveyed across West 
Dorset, Purbeck and Weymouth & Portland, 54.4 
per cent said they were 'very satisfied'with a fur¬ 
ther 39.8 per cent stating they were 'fairly satis¬ 
fied'with their service. 

In recent reports to its seven partner councils, 
the DWP also predicted it will be £1,28million un¬ 
derspent for the 2016/17 financial year, which 
will help partner councils'budget. 

These savings are mainly due to a lower cost 
household recycling centre contract, 
reduced costs for processing recyclable materi¬ 
als, and additional garden and commercial waste

Cllr Tony Alford, chair of the DWP's joint com¬ 
mittee, said: "The DWP is continuing to deliver on 
its primary goals of increasing recycling rates, 
providing quality services and saving money for 
the Dorset taxpayer, despite the many chal¬ 
lenges we face. 

"Dorset residents have shown that not only are 
they among the country's keenest recyclers, they 
are overwhelmingly satisfied with the service we 
provide. 

"Coupled with the good news that we are able 
to save money for our partners, you can see how 
well the organisation is performing. 

"We need to make sure that this coming 
year is just as successful as the last and we 
can only do that by continuing to work closely 
with our partners and the people of Dorset who 
we serve."

I'VE spent the past week 
fully immersed in pan- 
toland and I have ab¬ 
solutely loved it. I'd 
forgotten how much fun it 
is to take part in a good old 
traditional amdram pro¬ 
duction and I've missed the 
camaraderie. 

Now, I'm not going to 
claim it was my biggest 
stage triumph and not for 
the first time, I fear my wig 
got more applause than my 
performance, but nonethe¬ 
less the pantomime in 
Axminster was a great suc¬ 
cess. 

Being in the southwest all 
week has hampered my 
ability to review the big 
London shows, but as this 
is a quiet time in terms of 
theatrical premieres, I 
haven't missed out on any¬ 
thing too exciting.

Many will 
have been attracted by the 0-60mph time 
of only 4.5 seconds, but the official figure 
only scratches the surface of the Range 
Rover Sport's capability... 

When the perfect traction offered by 
clean, dry Tarmac isn't available, most 
sports cars immediately suffer from a lack 
of grip, stability and performance. But no 
sports car has the benefit of Land Rover's 
legendary all-terrain know-how. 

In this unique test, the Range Rover Sport 
SVR completes the 0-100km/h sprint on 
standard fit Michelin 275/45 R21 All Season 
Tyres on everything from tarmac and grass 
to snow and sand, using Land Rover's inno¬ 
vative Terrain Response 2 technology. 

The intelligent system automatically se¬ 
lects the appropriate driving mode to suit 
traction conditions including: General Driv¬ 


ing, Dynamic, Grass/Gravel/Snow, Mud and 
Ruts, Sand, and Rock Crawl. The driver can 
also use a simple rotary controller on the 
centre console to choose a specific mode. 

The times recorded are a testament to the 
Range Rover Sport's inherent capability. On 
a notoriously slippery wet grass surface, the 
0-100km/h time increased by only 0.8 sec¬ 
onds, while even on Sand the benchmark 
sprint took only 5.5 seconds. 

The Range Rover Sport SVR's first chal¬ 
lenge was the start-finish straight at Eu¬ 
rope's fastest racing circuit, Rockingham 
Motor Speedway in Corby, UK. In Dynamic 
mode,Terrain Response 2 sharpens throttle 
response and changes gear at higher revs. 
It also stiffens the Continual Variable Damp¬ 
ing function within the vehicle's Anti-Roll 
Control technology to reduce body roll. 
With all of these factors optimised, the 
Range Rover Sport SVR blasted from 0- 
lOOkm/h in 4.7 seconds. 

In the second test, the high-performance 
SUV tackled one of the most challenging 
surfaces any driver will encounter: wet grass. 
In Grass/Gravel/Snow mode the throttle re¬ 
sponse is softened to prevent loss of trac¬ 
tion and gear changes are smoother and 
quicker. The Traction Control System also in¬ 
tervenes earlier to prevent tyre slip, while 
the central differential is preloaded to opti¬ 
mise off-the-line performance.

Experience East of England provided the 
perfect setting for this challenge and the 
Range Rover Sport SVR recorded a breath¬ 
taking 0-1 OOkm/h time of 5.5 seconds. 

A quarry provided the ideal gravel sur¬ 
face, where the Range Rover Sport SVR's in¬ 
herent traction came to the fore. With the 
vehicle systems optimised to suit the loose 
surface, it registered 5.3 seconds. 

To find snow the Range Rover Sport 
SVR headed to Jaguar Land Rover's winter 
test facility in Arjeplog, Northern Sweden. 
Here, the optimised settings and all-wheel 
drive system helped the SVR complete the 
sprint on a combination of snow and ice in 
11.3 seconds. 

The next switch of the Terrain Response 2 
dial was to select Mud and Ruts mode. In 
this setting the air suspension is raised and 
the Traction Control System allows con¬ 
trolled tyre slip to provide better traction in 
slippery conditions. In typically British sur¬ 
roundings at one of Land Rover's all-terrain 
testing facilities, the performance SUV 
logged a 0-1 OOkm/h time of 6.5 seconds as 
its intelligent four-wheel-drive technology 
came into its own. 

Pendine Sands at Carmarthen Bay in 
South Wales has been linked with speed 
ever since hosting the first world land 
speed record run took place there in 1924. 
That made it perfect to test the next setting 


on the Terrain Response 2 dial: Sand. 

Selecting Sand mode sharpens the vehi¬ 
cle's accelerator responses to allow a quick 
build-up of engine torque. The vehicle also 
holds onto gears for longer and locks the 
central differential to help maintain momen¬ 
tum.The result of this technological wizardry 
was a 0-1 OOkm/h time of 5.5 seconds. 

The final mode on the Terrain Response 2 
dial called for something different. Rock 
Crawl is designed to assist drivers when 
negotiating rocky environments and works 
in conjunction with the Low Range 
transmission, in keeping with the low- 
speed nature of the challenge posed by 
large rocks and boulders. 


Rock Crawl mode softens the accelerator 
response to mitigate against sudden move¬ 
ments and provide maximum driver con¬ 
trol. It also raises the air suspension, to 
optimise ground clearance. Using Terrain 
Response 2 the Range Rover Sport SVR 
scaled the rocky 32 per cent incline at the 
test facility with ease.
